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KNITWEAR FASHIONS 



BABY’S OUTFIT (illustrated on Cover). Age 6 to 12 months. 
MATINEE COAT (see Fig. A). 

MATERIALS: — 3 oz. BEEHIVE Baby Wool, 3-ply (“Patonised” 
shrink-resist finish). One skein each WHITE HEATHER Embroidery 
Wool, Blue and Green. Two No. 10 “BEEHIVE” Knitting Needles, 
measured by Beehive gauge. Three Buttons. 

ACTUAL MEASUREMENTS: — ^Length from top of shoulder, 
111 ins. Vi idth all round at under-arm, 17 ins. Length of sleeve from 
under-arm, ins. 

TENSION: — 8 sts. to inch in width (not stretched), measured 
over plain, smooth fabric, 
must be obtained to give a 
garment of above-mentioned 
size. If, using needles recom- 
mended, more than 8 sts. to 
inch are obtained, needles a 
size coarser should be tried; 
if less than 8 sts., then a size 
finer.Vl'hatever size of needles 
found suitable by Knitter, 
it is absolutely essential 
that fabric should measure 
8 sts. to inch. A piece of fabric knitted to correct 

tension. 

ABBREVIATIONS:— K. = Knit plain; P. = Purl; st. = stitch; 
tog. = together; wl. fwd. = wool forward; w.r.n. = wool round needle. 
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RECIPE :— THE RIGHT FRONT.— 
Cast on 75 stitches. 

1st row. — K.l, * P.1, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat this row five times, decreasing 
one St. at beginning of last row. 

7th row. — K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice, * K.2, 
(wl, fwd., K.2 tog.) seven times, K.l, 
repeat from * to last st., K.l. 

8th and alternate rows. — K.l, purl to 
last 5 sts., (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

9th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, * K.3, 
(K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) five times, K.4, 
repeat from * to last st., K.l. 

11th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, 

* K.6, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) three times, 
K.5, repeat from * to last st., K.l. 
13th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, 

* K.7, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.8, repeat 
from * to last st., K.l. 

14th row. — K.l, purl to last 5 sts.,

13th and alternate rows. — K.l, purl 
to last 5 sts., (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 
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14th row. — K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice, K.1 1, 
(K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) live times, K.l 3. 

1 6th row. — K. 1 , (P. 1 , K. 1 ) twice, K. 1 4, 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) three times, K.l 4. I 
18th row. — K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice, 
K.l 5, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.l 7. 

19th row. — K.l, purl to last 5 sts., 
(K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

20th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, knit 
plain to end of row. 

21st row. — Cast off 4 sts., purl to last 
5 sts., (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

22nd row. — K.l, P.l, K.l, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., knit plain to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.l. 

23rd row. — K.l, purl to last 5 sts., 
(K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

24th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, knit 
plain to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

Repeat 23rd and 24th ro\t*s twice, 19th 
and 20th rows four times, then 19th 
row once. 

38th row. — K.l, P.l, K.l, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., ^ P.l, K.l, repeat from * to 
end of row. 

39th row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat 
from * to end of row. 

Rep>eat 39th row twice. 

42nd row*. — Cast off 11 sts., P.l, 
P.2 tog., (K.l, P.l) eight times, K.l. 
43rd row. — (K.l, P.l) nine times, K.l. 
44th row. — K.l, K.2 tog., (P.l, K.l) 
eight times. 

Continue in Moss pattern, decreasing 
once at neck edge in every alternate row 
until 16 sts. remain. W ork 11 rows in 
pattern without shaping. 

Shap>e for shoulder as follows: — 

1st row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) three times, 
turn. 

2nd row% — (K.l, P.l) three times, K.2. 
3rd row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) seven times. 
Cast off. 

THE LEFT FRONT.— Cast on 75 sts. 

1 St row. — K. 1 , * P.l, K. 1 , rep>eat from 
^ to end of row. 

Repeat this row five times, decreasing 
one St. at end of last row. 

7th row. — * K.3, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) 
seven times, repeat from * to last 6 sts., 
K.l, (K.l, P.l) nsvice, K.l. 

8th and alternate rows. — K.l, (P.l, 
K.1) twice, purl to last st., K.l. 

9th row. — * K.4, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) 



five times, K.3, repeat from * to last 
6 sts., K.l, (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

1 1th row . — * K.7, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) 
three times, K.4, repeat from ^ to last

13th row. — * K.8, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., 
K.7, repeat from * to last 6 sts., K.l, 

I (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

14th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.1) twice, purl 
I to last St., K.l. 

15th row. — Knit plain to last 5 sts., 

I (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

’ Repeat 14th and 15th rows until work 
I measures 6i ins. from commencement, 
ending with 14th row. 

In next row K.2 tog., * K.2 tog., 
K.3 tog., repeat from * to last 7 sts., 
K.2 tog., (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l (there 
should now be 33 sts. on needle). 
Proceed as follows: — 
j 1st row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat this row nine times. 

11th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) three times, 

* increase once in next st., K.l, P.l, K.l, 
repeat from * to last 2 sts., P.l, K.l 
(there should now be 39 sts. on needle). 
12th row. — K.IO, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) 
seven times, K.10, (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 
13th and alternate rows. — K.l, (P.l, 

1 K.l) twice, purl to last st., K.l. 

14th row. — K.ll, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) 

' five times, K.l 3, (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 
16th row. — K. 14, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) 
three times, K.l 4, (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 
18th row. — K.l 5, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., 
K.17, (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

19th row*. — K.1, (P.l, K.1) twice, purl 
to last st., K.1. 

20th row. — Cast off 4 sts., knit plain 
to last 5 sts., (K.1, P.l) twice, K.l. 
Continue in plain, smooth fabric 
(keeping a border of 5 sts. in Moss 
pattern at front edge), decreasing once 
at arm-hole edge in every alternate row 
until 31 sts. remain. 

Work 9 rows without shaping. 

Proceed as follows: — 

, 1 st row. — K. 1 , * P. 1 , K. 1 , repeat from 

* to end of row. Repeat 1st row twice, 
j 4th row. — Cast off 11 sts., (P.l, K.l) 

ten times. 

5th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) eight times, 
i P.2 tog., K.l. 
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6th row. — K.l, (P.1, K.l) nine times. 
Cuntinuc in Moss pattern, decreasint; 
once at neck edge in next and every 
alternate row until 10 sts. remain. 

Work 12 rows in pattern without 
shaping. 

Shape for shoulder as follows: — 

1st row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) three times, 
turn. 

2nd row. — (K.l, P.l) three times, K.2. 
Cast olf. 

THE B.\CK. — Cast on 139 sts. 

1st row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat this row live times, decreasing 
one St. at end of last row. 

7th row . — * K.3, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) 
seven times, repeat from * to last 
2 sts., K.2. 

8th and alternate rows. — K.l, purl to 
last St., K.l. 

9th row. — * K.4, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) 
five times, K.3, repeat from * to last 
2 sts., K.2. 

11th row . — * K.7, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) 
three times, K.4, repeat from * to last 
2 sts., K.2. 

13th row. — ♦ K.8, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., 
K.7, repeat from * to last 2 sts., K.2. 
14th row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
15th row. — Knit plain. 

Repeat 14th and 15th rows until work 
measures 6\ ins. from commencement, 
ending with 14th row. 

In next row * K.3 tog., K.2 tog., repeat 
from * to last 3 sts., K.3 tog. (there 
should now be 55 sts. on needle). 
Pnxreed as follou^s: — 

1st row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat this row nine times. 

11th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, 
*■ increase once in next st., K.l, P.l, 
K.l, rejxrat from * to last 2 sts., P.l, 
K.l (there should now be 67 sts. on 
needle). 

12th row.— K.7, * K.3, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) seven times, repeat from ♦ to 
last 9 sts., K.9. 

13th and alternate rows. — K.l, purl 
to last st., K.l. 

14th row.— K.7, * K.4, (K.2 tog., wl. 
fwd.) five times, K.3, repeat from * to 
last 9 sts., K.9. 



16th row. — K.7, * K.7, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) three times, K.4, repeat from 

* to last 9 sts., K.9. 

18th row. — K.7, ♦ K.8, K.2 tog., wl. 
fwd., K.7, repeat from * to last 9 sts., 
K.9. 

19th row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
20th row. — Cast olT 4 sts., knit plain to 
end of row. 

21st row. — Cast off 4 sts., purl to end 
of row. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, 
decreasing once at each end of needle in 
next and every alternate row until 51 sts. 
remain. W ork 9 rows without shaping. 
In next row K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat 
from * to end of row. 

Repeat this row nineteen times. 

Shape for shoulders as follows: — 

1st and 2nd rows. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, 
repeat from * to last 8 sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, 
repeat from * to last 16 sts., turn. 

5th row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. Cast otf. 

THE SLEEVES.— Cast on 29 sts. 

1st row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat this row thirteen times. 

15th row. — K.3, (increase once in next 
st.) seven times, (increase twice in next 
st.) nine times, (increase once in next st.) 
six times, K.4 (there should now be 
60 sts. on needle). 

16th row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
17th row. — Knit plain. 

Repeat 16th and 17th rows until work 
measures 4^ ins. from commencement, 
ending with 1 6th row. Cast otf for sleeve 
top c.xactly as given for Dress sleeve, 
page 8. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 
THE COLLAR. — Cast on 9 sts. 

1st row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat from 

* to last 2 sts., increase once in next st., 
K.l. 

2nd row. — K.l, * K.l, P.l, repeat from 

* to last st., K.l. 

3rd row. — * K.l, P.l, repeat from * to 
last 2 sts., increase once in next st., K.l. 
4th row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, rejx*at from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat from 1st to 4th row twice, then 
from 1st to 3rd row once.

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**16th row. — * K.l, P.1, repeat from 

* to last 3 sts., turn. 

17th row. — * P.1, K.l, icp>cat from 

* to end of row. 

18th row. — K.l, * P.1, K.l, repeat 
from * to end of row'. 

Repeat 18th row live times**. 

Repeat froni ** to ** ten times, then 
from ''* to 18th row once. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — ^ K.l, P.1, repeat from * to 
last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

2nd row. — K.2, P.1, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

3rd row. — ’ K.l, P.1, repeat from * to 
last 4 sts., K.l, P.2 tog., K.l. 

4th row. — K.l, * P.1, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat from 1st to 4th row twice, then 



from 1st to 3rd row' once. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP. — With a damp cloth 
and hot iron press carefully, ^w up 
side, shoulder and sleeve seams, joining 
seams of each piece by sewing together 
corresp>onding ridges (formed by st. 
knitted at each end of ever\* row). Sew' 
in sleeves, placing scam to scam. Sew 
collar in position, placing ends 2 sts. 
from edge of each front. Sew on 
buttons to corresp>ond with button- 
holes. 

THE EMBROIDERY. — Split 
Embroider)’ Wool and using two 
strands of Blue, work a lazy-daisy of 
6 petals at top of each triangle of 
pattern. Using Green Embroider)* 
W ool, work a leaf with one st. at top 
right-hand of each daisy. 



THE BONNET (see Fig. B). 

MATERIALS:—! oz. BEEHIXE Baby Wool, 3-ply (“Patonised” 
shrink-resist rinish). Two No. 10 “BEEHIVE” Knitting Needles, 
measured by Beehive gauge. One skein each WHITE HEATHER 
Embroider\ Wool, Blue and Green. If vds. Ribbon. 
MEASUREMENT:— W idth all round brim (when slightly stretched), 
1 1 ins. 

TENSION: — 8 sts. to inch in width (not stretched), must be 
obtained to give a garment of above-mentioned size. If unable to 
produce this tension, see note on tension, page 2. 

For illustration of fabric knitted to correct tension, and abbreviations, 
see page 2. 



RECIPE:— Cast on 79 stitches. 

1 st row. — K. 1 , * P.1, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat this row seven times. 

9th row*. — K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice, * K.2, 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) seven times, K.l, 
repeat from * to last 6 sts., K.2 tog., 
(P.1, K.l) twice.

— K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, 
K.7, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.8, repeat 
from ^ to last 5 sts., (K.l, P.l) twice, 
K.l. 

16th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, purl 
to last 5 sts., (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l. 

17th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, knit 
plain to last 5 sts., (K.l, P.l) rvricc, K.l. 
I Rcp>cat 16th and 17th rows four times, 
’ then 16th row once, increasing one st. 

I in last row. 

27th row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, repeat 
from * to last st., K.l. 

28th row. — K.l, ♦ P.l, K.l, repeat 
from * to end of row. 

Rcp>eat 27th and 28th rows six times, 
then 27th row once. 

42nd row. — K.7, * increase once in next 
st., K.6, repeat from * to last 2 sts., K.2 

5 
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(there should now be 89 sts. on needle). 
43rd row. — K.2, purl to last 2 sts., K.2. 
44th row. — Knit plain. 

Repeat 43rd and 44th rows twelve times, 
then 43rd row once. 

70th row. — K.l, * (P.1, K.l) twice, 
P.3 tog., (K.l, P.l) four times, K.3 tog., 
(P.1, K.l) twice, repeat from * to end of 
row. 

71st row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat 
from * to end of row. 

Repeat 7 1st row twice. 

74th row. — *(K.l, P.l) twice, K.3 tog., 
(P.l, K.l) three times, P.3 tog., K.l, 
P.l, repeat from * to last st., K.l. 
Repeat 71st row three times, also after 
each of 78th and 82nd rows. 

78th row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, P.3 tog., 
(K.l, P.l) twice, K.3 tog., P.l, K.l, 



repeat from * to end of row. 

! 82nd row . — * K.l, P.l, K.3 tog., P.l, 
K. 1 , P.3 tog., repeat from * to last st., K. 1 . 
86th row. — K.l, * P.3 tog., K.3 tog., 
repeat from * to end of row. 

Break off wool, run end through remain- 
I ing sts., draw up and fasten off securely. 
W ith a damp cloth and hot iron press 
carefully. Sew up seam for 3 ins. 
Turn back brim. Make rosettes with 
ribbon and attach to each side of 
Bonnet. 

THE EMBROIDERY. — Split 
Embroider}' Wool and using two 
' strands of Blue, work a lazy-daisy of 
' 6 petals at top of each triangle of 

pattern. Using Green Embroidery 
j Wool, work a leaf with one st. at top 
of right-hand daisy. 



THE DRESS (see Fig. C). 

M.YTERIALS:— 3 oz. BEEHIVE Baby Wool, 3-ply (“Patonised” 
shrink-resist finish). One skein each W HITE HEATHER Embroidery 
Wool, Blue and Green. Two No. 10 “BEEHIVE” Knitting Needles, 
measured by Beehive gauge. Four Buttons. Length of Ribbon. 
ACTUAL MEASUREMENTS: — Length from top of shoulder, 15 ins. 
Width all round at under-arm, 16 ins. Length of sleeve from under-arm, 
2i ins. 

TENSION: — 8 sts. to inch in width (not stretched), must be ob- 
tained to give a garment of above-mentioned size. If unable to 
produce this tension, see note on tension, page 2. 

For illustration of fabric knitted to correct tension, and abbreviations, 
see page 2. 



RECIPE:— THE FRONT.— Cast on 
155 stitches. 

1 st row. — K. 1 , * P.l, K.l, repeat from 
* to end of row. 

Repeat this row five times. 

7th row.-* K.3, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) seven 
times, repeat from * to last 2 sts., K.2. 
8th and alternate rows. — K.l, purl to 
last st., K.l. 

9th row. — * K.4, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) 
five times, K.3, repeat from * to last 

2 sts., K.2. 

11th row. — * K.7, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) 
three times, K.4, repeat from * to last 
2 sts., K.2. 

13th row. — * K.8, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., 
K.7, repeat from * to last 2 sts., K.2. 
14th row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 



15th row. — Knit plain. Repeat 14th and 
15th rows until work measures 10 ins. 
from commencement, ending with 1 4th 
row. In next row K.l, K.2 tog., * K.3 
tog., repeat from * to last 2 sts., K.2 tog. 
(there should now be 53 sts. on needle). 
Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat from 
* to end of row. 

Repeat this row four times. 

6th row. — K.l, P.l, K.l, * wl. fwd.,

— K.l, purl 
to last St., K.l, 

14th row. — K.5, * K.4, (K.2 tog., wl. 
fwd.) rive times, K.3, repeat from * to 
last 7 sts., K.7. 

16th row. — K.5, * K.7, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) three times, K.4, repeat from 

* to last 7 sts., K.7. 

18th row. — K.5, K.8, K.2 tog., wl. 

fwd., K.7, repeat from * to last 7 sts., 
K.7. 

19th row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
20th row. — Cast otf 3 sts., knit plain 
to end of row. 

21st row. — Cast off 3 sts., purl to last 
St., K.l. Continue in plain, smooth 
fabric, decreasing once at each end of 
needle in next and evcr>* alternate row 
until 49 sts. remain. Vi ork 9 rows 
without shaping. Proceed as follows: — 
1st row. — K.l, P.1, K.l, repeat from 

* to end of row. 

Repeat this row seven times. 

9th row. — (K.l, P.l) nine times, cast 
off 13 sts. loosely, (P.l, K.l) nine times. 
Continue in Moss pattern on last 
18 sts., decreasing once at neck edge in 
cver>’ alternate row until 15 sts. remain. 
Work rive rows without shaping. 
Shape for shoulder as follows: — 

1st row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) three times, 
turn. 

2nd row. — (K.1, P.l) three times, K.l. 
3rd row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) seven times. 
C^t off. 

Join in wool at neck edge and work in 
Moss p>attem on remaining 18 sts., 
decreasing once at neck edge in every 
alternate row until 15 sts. remain. 

W ork 6 rows without shaping. 

Shape for shoulder as follows: — 

1st row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) three times, 
turn. 

2nd row. — (K.1, P.l) three times, K.l. 
Cast off. 

THE BACK. — Cast on 155 stitches. 

W ork exactly as given for Front until 
under-arm is reached, ending with 19th 
row. 



In next row cast off 3 sts., K.26, (K.l, 
P.l) twice, K.l, turn. 

W ork on these 31 sts. as follows: — 
1st row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, purl 
to last st., K.l. 

2nd row. — K.l, K.2 tog., knit plain to 
last 5 sts., (K.1, P.l) twice, K.l. 

3rd row. — Like 1st row. 

4th row. — K.l, K.2 tog., knit plain to 
last 5 sts., K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog. (thus 
forming a button-hole), P.l, K.l. 
Repeat 1st and 2nd rows twice, then 1st 
row once. 

10th row. — Knit plain to last 5 sts., 
(K.l, P.l) twice, K.1. 

11th row. — K.l, (P.l, K.l) rwrice, purl 
to last st., K.l. 

Repeat 10th and 11th rows twice. 

16th row. — Knit plain to last 5 sts., 
K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., P.l, K.l. 

17th row. — Like 11th row.

VC’ork another Sleeve in same manner. 
TO MAKE UP.— W ith a damp cloth 



and hot iron press carefully. Sew up 
side, shoulder and sleeve seams, joining 
I seams of each piece by sewing together 
' corrcs(x>nding ridges (formed by st. 
I knitted at each end of ever)* row). Sew 
^ in sleeves, placing seam to scam. Sew 4 
cast-on sts. in position on wrong side 
at back opening. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with button-holes. 

THE SMOCKING.-Split Embroider) 
Wool and using two strands, commence 
on front and working from right to left, 
bring wool through first knitted st. in 
3rd row above dccreasings at waist; 

I back-stitch this and next knitted st. 
together; take wool through to wrong 
side of work and bring through in 4th 
row above, in second knitted st.; back- 
stitch this and third st. together; take 
wool through to wrong side of work 
and bring through in 3rd row above 
I dccreasings at waist in third knitted st.; 
back-stitch this and fourth st. together. 
Continue in this manner to opening at 
back. Commence at back opening on 
first knitted st., in 3rd row alx>vc 
dccreasings at waist, continue across 
! back to under-arm. Commence on 
Front, working from right to left, 
bringing wool through third knitted st. 
from under-arm in 4th row above, 
working two more rows in same 
manner. Continue in this manner on 
Front and each half of Back as far as 
shoulder.
